PROCEEDINGS. | 

The convertion was opened at Sherman Hall 
soon after 12 o'clock, being called to order by 
Gen. McLaren, Chairman of the State Commit- 
tee. The permanent organization thenentered 
into made Z. B. Clarke, of Swift County, the 
choice of the Blaine supporters, Chairman by a 
vote of 157 to 113. Mr. Clarke spoke sbortly on 


taking his seat, concluding with the declara- 


tion that he should endeavor to do justice to 
all, but particularly to James G. Blaine. For 
Secretary Capt. H. A. Castle was selected by 
n n. The usual committees on organ- 
ization and resolutions were appointed, and an 
adjournment had to 3 o'clock. At 2 o'clock 
nearly every delegate had returned to the ball 
and entered actively in independent canvass- 
ing. The attendance of visitors was large, 
every available seat being taken, and the great- 
est interest was evinced in the business as it 
was transacted. At the outset it was felt cer- 
tain that ex-Gov. John G. Pilisbury, of Henne- 
pin County, whose name bad been advanced as 
a delegate, would be defeated on account of 
his known preference for Arthur, the Blaine 
men urging C. K. Davis, of Ramsey County, in 
place of Pillsbury. The report of the Commit- 
tee on Organization was accepted, and also that 
of the Committee on Resolutions. 
DELEGATES-AT-LARGE. 

The next business was the election of dele- 
gates-at-large to Chicago. W.G. Ward moved 
that ex-Gov. Cushman, K. Davis, and Senator 
Here Mr. 
Sabin's friends objected to his name coming 
after Davis. Loren Fletcher in a short speech 
said the Republicans of the Nation had con- 
ferred an honor upon Sabin, and his State by 
making him the executive head of the 
party, and it was not fitting that he 
should be sent to Chicago as second to 
any man. After some debate in which it was 
plain that the Davis men had control of the 
convention, Sabin's name was placed first and 
both were elected. Col. Graves, of Duluth, 
was then clectedas anothea delegate. There 
being some question as to whether he was a 
strong enough Biaine man to suit the conven- 
tion the other candidates were cdmpelied 
to take the stand and declare their 
intentions. Mr. Gould, ot Winona, stated that 
he would pledge himself to vote: for Blaine as 
long as the strongest Blaine man in the delega- 
tion. Mark H. Dunnell deciared himself for 
Blaine as long as he had a chance, and the 
other candidates pledged themselves for Biaine. 
After three ballots O. B. Gould was elected. 
The convention then adjourned. 

THE PLATFORM. 

The following platform was adopted: 

The Republicans of Minnesota, in convention as- 
sembied, declare anew their adherence to the po- 
litical principles heretofore proclaimed by them, 
and which have received the approval of the peo- 
ple of the United States in six successive Presi- 
dential elections. We believe in the National su- 
premacy of the Government which has secured the 
preservation and unity of the Republic, developed 


ite resources, stimulated its industries, augmented — 


ite wealth and population, and placed it in the 
front rank of nations. 

We believe the Government to be clothed with 
permanent authority for the regulation of all mat- 
ters of Na concern, with power to guard its 
own hte and protect its citizens in the exercise of 
their civil and political rights. We regard it as the 
firstduty of the Government to secure to every 
voter in every State the right to cast his ballot 
freely and without fear, and to have the same 
honestiy counted. We denounce all laws passed, 
asinthe case of certain Southern States under 
Democratic control, with intent to thwart the will 
of the majority of legal voters, as a meckery of 
free elections, violating the integrity of the ballot- 
box, and striking at the foundation of republican 
government. The enactment of such laws and the 
employment of favoritism and frauds in the con- 
duet of elections, whereby certain States are ruled 
by minorities in defiance of the fundamental rights 
of the people, are a scandal to politics and deserve 
the signal condemnation of every honest, fair- 
minded man. 

We advocate tariff laws which, while furnishing 
the necessary revenue, shall favor the labor and 
the industrial enterprises of the country, and not 
assail them. While we insist upon « reduction of 


customs duties because of the dangerous surplus 


in the Treasury receipts, at the same time we deem

We rejoice at the improvements in the ctvil serv- 
ice which have been accomplished through a law 
enacted by a Republican Congress, and faithfully 


executed by a Republican President, in spite of 


the persistent opposition of the Democratic party, 
and we insist that the practical administrative re- 
forms already gained shall be continued ahd er- 
tended in the Nation and* promptly applied by law, 
both to States and cities, until the highest efficien- 
cy, economy, and integrity shall have been secured 
to the public service. , 

We record our sense of the eminent services of 
President Arthur, whose able, faitifful, and digni- 
fied discharge of the duties of the executive office 
to which he was called. under trying ¢ircumstances, 
has secured to him the cordial esteem not alone 
of bis party but of the country. 

Having full confidence in the capacity and in- 
tegrity of our representatives to the National Con- 
vention, we feel assured that they will act together 
for the best intersts of the country. We declare 
that the Hon. James G. Blaine is the choice of a 
large majority of the Republicans of Minnesota 
for President, and, while thus expressing our 
preference as a State and as a convention, we 
pledge the State, with its old-time majority, for 
the nominee of the Repubiican National Conven- 
tion, whoever he may be, and demand as their 
candidate for President a man of proved fidelity in 
public life, and whose relations to the party are 
such that all its members can heartily unite in his 
support. 

We believe the present apportionment to the 
States of votes in the National Convention unjust. 
and this convention request the coming Nationa! 
Convention to provide thatin ail future National 
Conventions representation shall be proportionate 
to the Kepublican votes cast for President in the 
last preceding Presidential election. 

We approach the National election with wen 
grounded confidence in the success of the Re- 
publican party. We believe the people, who have 
so often condemned the Democratic party because 
of its recreancy to public honor, its inability to 
discern right, and its hostility to the public wel- 
fare, will not place the Federal Administration 
under a control which involves financial, industrial, 
and commercial peril. The Republican party has 
been and still is the party of progress and con- 
structive powers. It has furnished a record of un- 
paralleled and beneficent achievement, and we 
believe the people will continue to repose con- 
fidence in its wisdom and integrity, and will ex- 
tend its trust of executive power. 

We deprecate in the highest degree the failure of 
Congress to pass an act prescribing the manner of 
returning the canvassing and declaring the vote 
castforor by Electors for President and Vice- 
President of the United States and determining 
all contests pertaining to the same, and we consider 


‘the obstacles placed in the way of such legislation 


by the Democratic party asa menace to the peace 
and prosperity of the country, which must be 
avoided by overwhelming majorities and a decisive 
triumph of the Republican party at the polls. 


GREAT AND UNEXPECTED STRENGTH DEVEI- 
OPED BY BLAINE. 

Fort Worts, Tex., May 1.—(Special.}—The 
Texas Republican Convention met again today 
and adopted a platform which approves of Fed- 
vral aid for free schools, demands that the 
school-lands shall not be leased at less than 
present rates, opposes a herd law, and favors 
free grass on al) unincloged public land. It op- 
poses the policy of selling public land to any 
but actual settlers, deprecates the action of 
thie Democratic party in squandering public 
lands on railroads, and in selling millions of 
acres of school land to corporations and in- 
dividuals at $1 an acre and public land at 80 
cents an are. It charges the Democratic party 
with. bad faith in attempting to destroy the 
titles it had created after they had risen in 
value. : 7

The following are the delegates from the 
State at large: For Blaine, Cuney of Galves- 
ton, Seap of Fayette, and Binkley of Shér- 
man; for Arthur, Allen of Harris. A resolu- 
tion introduced by R. M. Johnson, colored, of 
Colorado Gounty, instructing the delegation to 
vote for Blaine was loudly applauded, and a 
motion to lay it on the table by Degress, of 
Travis, was voted down. The Permanent 
Chairman, United States Marshal Tracy, de- 
clared that under existing rules Johnson's reso- 
lution should not be offered. Jobnson will 
attempt to put it through tonight. 

The great and unexpected strength devel- 
oped by Blaine has weakened Arthur’s chances 
of support from Texas. Several Arthur dele- 
gates elected yesterday say now that if unin- 
structed they will defer to the preferences of 
the North, A motion to nominate a State

PROPOSED RENEWAL OF THE FORMER RECI- 
‘PROCITY MEASURE, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1.—|Special.]— 
Some months ago a resolution was introduced 
in the House by Mr. Maybury, of Michigan, to 
request the President to negotiate with Great 
Britain for a renewal ot the reciprocity treaty 
of 1854 with Canada. The resolution was re- 
ferred to a sub-committee of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, of which Mr. Perry Belmont is 
Chairman.

“could see deep down in the water, and I was 
again surprised to find that it was litmrally 
crowded with the fish, whose flashing sides kept 
the water in a continual glitter. I never saw 
anything to equal it, except the famous ¢rout 
pool in Congress Park at Saratoga. How so 
many fish could live in so small a space was a 
puzzle until I saw that a pipe ied into one cor- 
ner of the pool, and from this came the kitchen 
waste of the bouse, many rods away. : 
doubt, furnished food for the trout. They bnd 
probably escaped from the preserve during a 

* freshet. or a break in the river while they were 
quite young, and had remained in the hole, 
where they had grown, fattened, and thrived 
until my accidental discovery. I did not leave 
any behind.

Reports are still being Spread that some of 
the roads running east from this city are cut- 
ting east-bound freight-rates below the 15-cent 
basis.

The Fort Wayne’s Betterment Stock 

PITTSUURG, Pu., May 1.—[(Special.}—The dis- 
covery was made today that all the reports 
that have been circulated for a year past of 
movements on the part of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railway stockholders to pre- 
veut the Pennsylvania Railroad from obtain- 
ing control of their road have been incor- 
rect, and that, instead of endeavoring to 
keep the Fort Wayne out ot the Pennsylvania's 
hands, negotiations have deen steadily pro- 
gressing looking to a result no less widely dif- 
ferent than the transfer in fee simple of the 
one property to the other. The misapprehen- 
sion grew out of a combination of cir- 
cumstances. When the Fort Wayne was leased 
to the Pennsylvania one of the provisions of 
the agreement was that stock to be known as 
“ betterment stock should be issued by the 
Fort Wayne in payment for improvements 
made by the lessee. The quantity of this bet- 
terment stock increased year after year, until 
it became evident that in a short time the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company would hold 
certificates representing a majority of 
the total, and would therefore contest the 
policy of the Fort Wayne. Nothing ot this 
kind was contemplated by the Fort Wayne 
stockholders when the lease was made, and 
over @ year ago they began to search for 
the best way out of the dilema. 
This fact reached the public, and the 
report gained currency that if was proposed to 
exchange bonds for the betterment stock. A 
proposition ot this kind may have been sug- 


| gested, but if so it was rejected, and what was 


finally decided upon was to issue $22,000,000 of 
bonds, the payment of the principal ahd 
interest of which will be guaranteed by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, to exchange 
these bonds for the original stock of the com- 
pany, and so transferthe road to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, which will be the 
only stockholder of the Fort Wayne 
Company after the bonds are all issued. 
It was intended that this plan should 
be consummated today. A meeting of the 
Fort Wayne stock and bond holders was called 
to be held at the general office in this city for 
and other prominent stockholders were 
present at the appointed §§ time, but 


owing to the fact that foreign proxies 


which were expected by mail did not 
arrive, the meeting was postponed until the 
=lst inst. The matter will be aefinitly settled 
at that time. The bonds to be issued in ex- 
change for stock will run until the year 
A.’ D. or nearly 1,000 years. 
They will bear interest at the rate 
of 7 per cent. This is the same compensation 
received by the original stockholders under the 
lease, and it will be paid in the same manner— 
viz: in quarterly installments. Mesers, Meyers, 
Cass, and Lanier, in their circular to stockhold- 
ers on the subject, say: 

The consummation of this plan will settle forever 
all controversy, and give you a security of the 
very highest etuss, running for nearly a thousand 
years or more. 

Notwithstanding the magnitude of the deal, 
this is the first explanation of its character 
given to the public. Mr. Haley, the Secretary 
of the Fort Wayne Company, says that, while 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company will own 
the Fort Wayne Road, the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago way Company will con- 
tinue to exist as at ut.

THE DUTY ON WORKS OF ART. 

Mr. Belmont's bill for the repeal of all duties 
upon imported works of art as it has been re- 
ported from the Ways and Means Committee 
fixes the duty on all works of art imported, 
whether tho artists be Americans or foreigners, 
at 10 per cent. This is a marked improvement 
on the law ae it stands, but it is hard to see 
why the committee should have hesitated to 
put works of art on the free list. Their excuse 
is said to be that they were obliged to defer to 
prevailing, prejudices in order to secure the 
passage of the bill. It would bave been wise, 
however, to introduce what they thought was 
a proper measure and leave the popular preju- 
dices to be developed in debate. The spokes- 
man of the assumed popular prejudice is a Mr. 
Donaidson, of Philadelphia, and, so far as we 
can arrive at the workings of Mr. Donaldson's 
mind from a perusal of Mr. Donaldson's 
printed postal cards, the apprehension and 
alarm for American art which a 10 per cent 
duty would, excité in his nervous centres 
would not be appreciably different from the 
result of a remission of works of art to the free 
list. 

The notion that American art can be fostered 
by a duty upon foreign works of art is scouted 
by all of the men whose works are considered 
by anybody but themselves to do honor to 
American art. Nothing is more absurd than 
that the same people should be opposing inter- 
national copyright upon the ground that they 
want foreign books cheap, and urging the re- 
tention of the duty upon works of art upon the 
ground that they want foreign pictures dear.

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CRIPPLING THE MORRISON BILL. 
Again the information comes from Wash- 
ington that the Demogratic supporters and 
the Democratic Aires 4 of the Morrison 
bill are consulting as to the concessions 
which must be made in order to assure its 
passage. arte proposed ‘econeéssions are 
on onè side. The Rtigh-tariff faction will yield 
nothing. The low-tariff men are asked to 
abandon the very essentials of their bill. The 
| compromise as now outlined is (1) to drop 
the proposed additions to the free list—lum- 
ber, salt, and coal; (2) to have the 20 per 
cent reduction on wool appl¥ to the prevail- 
ing high war tariff rates of 1867, which would 
make “little or no reduction on the present 
duty; (3) to repeal the tobacco tax altogether ; 
| and (4) to reduce the tax on spirits manu- 
factured from fruits to 10 cents a gallon, 
which would be a mere nominal tax and 
searcely pay the cost of collection, and would 
offer a tremendous premium for frand in 
manufacturing liquors ifrom grain as well as 
from fruit, and passing jit off as peach brandy, 
apple-jack, etc. ie

Blaine's position in the Little Rock & Fort 
Smith matter is strikingly analogous to Ed- 
miunds’ position in the Burlington & Missourt 
matter. Blaine as Speaker of the House 
facilitated the passage of the bill renewing 
the Arkansas land-grant, which Edmunds 
had already voted for in the Senate, by a ruling 
which is admitted to have been eminently 


proper. At the time this bill passed Blaine had 


no interest in the railroad and expected to 
have none, and none of his friends were con- 
cerned about it. Several months later Blaine 
purchased some Littls Rock & Fort Smith 


bonds, just as Edmunds about the same time 


purchased Burlington & Missouri stock and 
bonds after he had voted for a bill favorable 
to that corporation. 

Mr. Edmunds’ investment turned out to be 
a good one and Mr. Blaine's investment 
turned out to be a bad one, but certainly that 
is not a good reason for condemning Blaine’s 
action as a heinous offense and at the same 
time holding, Edmunds“ action to be com- 
mendable. If Edmunds’ action was proper, 
which nobody denies, then Blaine's was 
equally proper; but if Blaine transgressed 
the laws of official probity then Edmunds did 
likewise.

SHOOTING CYCLONES. . 

The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette recent- 
ly set its scientific editor to devising some 
remedy for cyclones. After much investiga- 
tion and reflection the 8, E. turns up with 


the following novel plan, wich we find in 


the editorial columns of that paper: 

In & recent account of a water-spout at sea 
it is related that the Captain of a vesee! which 
was threatened by it successfully broke it by 
firing a cannon shot into it from the deck of 
his vessel. Whether the concussion from the 
explosion or the shot itself did the work is im- 
material so long as the desired effect was real- 
ized. The tornadoes which devastate the coun- 
try, like that at Jamestown, are constructed, if 
we may so tise the word, on the same plau as 
thé water-spouts at sea—have the same gyriat- 
ing motion, and the same tendency to suck up 
and lift high in the air all objects which they 
enoounter. They are generally of slender di- 
merisions, rarely expandifig over a track more 
than a quarter of a mile iu width, and then 
only after they have gathered strength and de- 
velopment of force. It might be worth while 
to try the experiment on them which has been 
so successfully tried at sea. They are none too 
good, at any rate, to be peppéred by & cannon- 
shot, and if they should be broken by the con- 
of the powder explosion, or by the shot 
iteelf, much property and often many tives 
might be saved.

How will the 
s¢lentific editor shoot the cyclone? To shoot 
a water-spout is an easy affair. Your water- 
spout is not built on the plan of a cyclone. It 


is of diminutive size, is a poor traveler, and 


ig inclined to be sluggish and even stationary 
as compared with a cyclone under full head. 
It presents as good a mark asa barn-loor. 
Your cyclone, on the other hand, means busi- 
ness. It is getting over the ground faster 
sometimes than a mile a minute, and even in 
its slowest moods at a pace calculated to dis- 
courage the fast mail. Besides this, it has 
a rotary movement of its oon sufficient- 
ly rapid to take the kernels off an 
ear of corn and the feathers out of a hen so 
quickly that she is scudding under bare poles 
before she has time to turn round. To get 
the range arff train & cannon on an object 
that moves very slowly is one of the most 
difficult feats in gunnery. How is the scien- 
tific editor, after he takes out his cannon and 
drags it to the field of combat, to get his 
range on an object which is flying towards 
him very much like a eannon-ball, revolving 
like a buzz-say, and bounding up and down 
from the earth in all sorts of parabolic and 
diabolic eurves? In this target practice he 
hasn’t two seconds to spare. If hie isn’t 
ready when time is called, or if he fails to 
hit it the first time, it is all up with him and 
his cannon. In another instant of time the 
scientific editor and his cantion will be dis- 
tributed over the adjarent country. 

Suppose, again, that the scientific editor 
hits it plump and it has no effect! The same 
fate awaits him. The odds are that a cyclone 
which can travel off with a. four-story brick 
house, pick up a railroad-train traveling 
along with great speed atid make way with 
it, and tear up and revolve a whole forest in 
the air will make light of a cannon-ball, and, 
after turning it over a few times to get a good 
ready, will hurl it off at a tangent at a greater 
rate of speed than it left the gun with. It is 
evident if the scientific editor is going to 
shoot cyelones he would better avoid the full- 
grown ones when they are booming. His 
safest course would be to catch some little 
ones before they are fairly started and 
shoot them.

EGYPT. | 
COMMENT ON THE BLUE-BOOK SHOWING, 

New York, May 1.—[Special.J—A World 
Cable from London says: The Government 
this evening issued a Blue-Buok giving the 
recent diplomatic reports and correspondence 
regarding the Egyptian question. The general 
effect of its contents is to intensity the feeling 
that the Ministry has been trifling with the 
lives of British soldiers and imperiling British 
honor and prestige. 

From the disputohes ot Sir Evelyn Baring it 
is shown that he has persistently urged the 
appointment of Zobebr Pasha as Governor of 
the Soudan, because, in bis Opinion, as in that 
of Gen. Gordon, Zobehr is the only man who 
could have pacified the country and se- 
cured protection for the ‘interests: of 
British residents there. The dispatches 
also show that Sir Evelyn Baring, 
as long ago as last February, urged the send- 
ug ot a British force to Berber to enable the 
garrison there to hold the position. The 
general tone of Lord Granville’s dis- 
patches in reply is one of eynical balini- 
ness, and the suggestions received were 
unheeded. The portions of the hlue- 
Book relating to the action of the Continental 
Powers onthe Egyptian question show that 
Bismarck has been endeavoring to arrange an 
understanding between Germany, France, and 
Italy fora conference, distinct from the one 
proposed by England, and which was to have 
for its object the spurring of England 
into the adoption of a more vigorous policy in 
Egypt. A section of French public opinion, 
however, saw in this proposition a device of 
Bismarck’s to embroil France in hostilitics. 
with England, and this fact militated against 
the completion of the tripartite entente which 
Bismarck had almost established. 

THE PROPOSED CONFERENCE. 

LOXpoN, May 1.—Rarl Granville bas received 
a reply from the French Government to the 
English proposal for a conference on Egyptian 
affairs, couched in friendly terms. France ac- 
cepts the conference in principle. It asks for 
a previous exchange of views between the two 
Governments upon matters connected with the 
financial question. 

OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Egyptian correspondence shows mat the 
Government refused to allow Indian troops to 
relieve Gordon on the ground that India had 
no direct interest in the Soudan. Among the 
telegrams included in the correspondence 
is one from Gordon to Sir Evelyn Baring 
suggesting that the British troops be dispatched 
to Wadi-Halfa to support Gordon. To tliat Bar- 
ing replied that the military authorities depre- 
cated the movement on account of the 
climate. April 9 Gordon 
that 300 Turkish infantry 
cavalry could accomplish the rellef of 
Khartoum and crush the Mahdi in four months. 
Baring telegraphed to Gia wille that it would 
be impossible to organize the Turkish force in 
time to be of any use, and that to dispatch the 
troops of the Sultan would involve political 
ditheulties. 

April 23 Granville telegraphed M. Egerton 
that Gordon should be immediately instructed 
to keep us informed in regard to any immedi- 
ate or prospective danger at Khartoum, and 
in order to be prepared for such 
danger he should advise in regard to the force 
necessary to secure his removal. We do not 
propose to supply him with a force for the pur- 
pose of making a military expedition, such be- 
ing beyond the scope of his commission and 

coutrary to the pacific policy which was the 
purpose of his mission.

PRINORH KUNG. 


The Former Prime Minister of China 
Reported to Have Taken [lis Life. 
LONDON, April 24.—It is rumored in Shang- 


hai that Prince Kung, who was recently de- 
graded from the chief control of the Grand 
Council of the Empire, has committed suicide. 

New York Herald: Prince Kung was the 
famous Prime Minister of China, if Oriental 
offices can be designated at all by Western 
titles. He was Regent of the Empire in 186), 
when his nephew became Emperor, and he is 
remembered in the United Statés as the man 
who adopted Anson Burlingameand sent him 
back as a Chinese Embassador to this country. 
He is the man of whom Mr. Seward, when 
asked something about our relations to China, 
made the droll remark, 01 Prince Kune und 
I understand each other.“ Later, when Mr. 
Seward visited China, be did not succeed in 
making the Prince understand him without an 
interpreter, but it took no interpreter to 
show the Pritice’s high appreciation of the 
retired statesman. rin Kung has been 
identified with whatever liberality toward for- 
oign nations has appeared in the policy of 
China for the last twenty years. 

Ten years ago China bad a dificulty with Ja- 
pan and the advisers of the Emperor were 
anxious for war. Prince Kun was the head 
of the peace party and stoutly opposed his 
nephew's counselors. The result was that 


Sept. 10, 1874, the Emperor sent forth a decree | 


in which Prince Kung was stripped of 
his imperial pfincedom with hereditary 
succéseion in the same de, and Was re- 
duced to the second . Tsati-ch’eng (his 
son) being at the same time stripped of his 


title as Reilah Kun Wang. This action on the 
part of the Emperor was the cause of much 


talk, not to say consternation, at the Chinese 


Capital. and there is no knowing what disas- 
trous consequences might not have ensued 
had not wiser counsels fortunately prevailed. 
The Empresses Dowager used their influence 
with the offended monarch to such good pur- 
pose that this ill-advised edict was revoked ‘the 
following day, and the Prince and his son were 
forthwith reinetated in their honors and titles 
as quickly as they bad been deprived ot them. 

But recently the Prince was again degraded 
by order of the young Emperor for his alleged 
dilatoriness in regard to the war in Tonquin, 
and Prince Chun, the Himperor’s father, as- 
sumed the contro! of the Grand Council of the 
Empire. The Prince, with other dismissed offi- 
ciale, sent to the Empress a memorial thanking 
her for her lenient treatment. Although the 
Prince was, perhaps, not a man of extraordl- 
nary intellect, still be has shown that he was 
gifted with sufficient sagacity to steer the bark 
of State in safety through the perils which 
every now and then had beset it, and, further- 
more, which is a very important qualification 
for a man in his pogition, be sed in the 
highest degree th precious talent of knowing 
how to choose abie men and to employ each 
oné according to his capabilities.

No riotous symptoms were man- 
ifested, and many when interrogated 
say they will not strike, but think the road 
can be peacefully coerced into restoring wages. 
The news just received that the men up the 
road westand at Denver have struck causes 
great excitement. The railway lodging-houses’ 
lobbies are thronged with men discussing the 
situation.

| Denver, Colo., May 1.—Over 500 men em- 
ployed in the Union Pacitic machine-shops, 
freight-houses, and round-houses struck this 
morning against the reduction in salaries of 10 
to 15 per cent ordered by General-Manager 
Clark. It is stated that the strike will extead 
to all the Union Pacitic's lines in Colorado. 
Boston, Mass., May 1.—In relation te a re- 
port from Omaha that a general strike of 
empioyés of the Umon Pacific is inev- 
itable in consequence of the proposed cut in 
wages the officers of the company say they don’t 
fear a strike, and reports of a second cut of 
wages arises from the fact that the hours of 
work were reduced in the shops and the old 
hours have been restored and the wages cut. .

less boys, legless men, several whose arms end 
in bone or thin legs in clubs; an epileptic 
_crone, beating her head against the ground; 
another, who resembles a black ball 
on two bones; ah, it was horrible, 
horrible! As, scattering a piece to each. we 
pressed beyond these raving sufferers, their 
cries sounding as if gathered in one sharp 
agonized voice—the blood-curdling scream of 
some monster. But now we are caught in a 
crowd if anything still more uncanny. itis a 
crowd of frantic women, fresh from the annual 
holy orgies at Sagar (mouth of the river), all 
struggling to get near yon entrance to the 
shrine.

“Boomers.” 


A Careful Review of the Placer Mines 
Already Developed on Pritchard 
Creek. 


An Undeniably. Rich District Five Miles 
Long—A Visit to Dream dulch- The 
„Widow Olaim. 


EAG Crry, Idaho, April 19. [Special Cor- 
respondence. Were this camp located in some 
deep voleanic valley of the moon it could not 
be more a matter of wild speculation among 
the inhabitants of the earth than it appears to 
be at present, at least so far as one can judge 
from the current rumors on the outside and 
the remarkable yarns which find their way into 
distant newspapers. Every report as to the 
value of the new dicgings seems to cling fast 
to one extreme or the other. One says the 
mines are fabulously rich; another denounces 
the whole district as a rank fraud. The reason 
for this remarkable variety in outside opinion 
can be easily shown, Few men who have visited 
the Coeur d' Alénes have had the slightest op- 
portunity to examine the gold fields intelli- 
gently. Those who engage in business here 


1 \ 
hurfy-along the trail, get in their goods as best 
they may, and then attend strictly to business 
with a devotion charactcristic of the frontier 
„rustler.“ None of them have time’ to ex- 
amine the mines themselves, and scarcely a 
business-man bas been 200 feet away, from the 
beaten trails. The gamblérs and loafers like- 
wise find their occupation in the towns and 
seldom venture out of sight of a saloon. Few 
men have yet come in with time and money 
to devote to a thorough and conscien 
tious investigation of the claims already 
opened of partially prospected. Thousands of 
men have burried to and fro along the trails, 
hastening to Eagle City, which has 
been the grand goal for all, with- 
out knowing or caring what might 
be located a few hundred yards from the path. 
Those who own claims or are living in cabins 
along the guiches of course know more or less 
about the prospects of the diggings, but out- 
side of tnese I venture to assert that not o ne 
man in 100 here in Eagle City can give an in- 
telligent opinion on the future of the camp. 

WILD REPORTS. 

Well might the Cour d' Alenes exclaim 
„Heaven preserve us from our friends.“ for 
the worst enemics of the camp have been those 
who have chanted its praises the loudest. The 
„ boomers ”’ have been simply criminal in their 
actions, for they have by their rose-colored 
pig ures brought here many a poor devil who 

comes to want and -beggary. The most 
systematic and unscrupulous of this class are 
to be tound in Belknap, Tuompson's Falls. Trout 
Creek, Rathdrum, and Spokane Falls, though 
the evil is least noticeable in the latter place, 
which ig sufficiently large and bas natural ad- 
vantages enough to be independent of the 
mines, while the other places have apparently 
no reason for existing outside of their position 
as starting-points for the mountains. In all of 
these towns the e dusiness is carried 
on with a persistence whith is simply disgust- 
ing. The wildest stories are told of the rich- 
ness of the mines, every device is utilized to 
fan the excitement to a blaze, and the green- 
horn soon begins to believe that his fortune 
would be made could he but get across the 
mountains with just enoughof a “ grub stake’ 
to enable him to bak around and take breath 
before beginning in earnest the work of pick- 
ing up the great nuggets he has heard about. 
No accurate ‘Infommation can de ob- 
' tained at any of these points as 
to the condition of the roads, the 
hight of the streams, or the work in the mines 
themselves. Most of the smaller places circu- 
lute papers purporting to be published in Eagie 
City which are filled with palpabie lies 
about the diggings, and incidentally, of course, 
marvelous tales of the ease with which 
travelers may progress on the particular route 
leading from the town where the papers are 
printed. Though all of these sheets are dated 
bere the point of publication can be easily as- 
certained by an examination of their contents 
and the consequent discovery of high praise 
bestowed on some one of the balf-dogen routes 
to the mines. ‘To these ephemeral sheets and 
the town site locators who pay for them 
may be ascribed almost ail of the ridicu- 
lous stories about the Cour. d'Alénes. 
The evil has been carried to such au extent 
that outsiders now are disinclined to believe 
even the truth, and the mining camps suffer in 
consequence. ‘**Boomers”™ are not lacking 
here in Eagle City, but they are softer and less 
bold than the talented liars and swindlers who 
Garry on their business along the line of the 
railroad and who, I believe, could and should 
be successfully prosecuted in a court of law. 

| WHERE IGNORANCE IS BLISS, 

During the last few days two or three corre- 
spondents of usually reliable journals have 
put in an appearance in camp, after waiting 
along the railroad for a chance to get in with- 
out hardsbip, only to put off the attempt until 
the trails were in wretched condition—far 
worse than a month ago. Not one of the two 
or (three went off the beaten trail 
for an zustant, and yet they will undoubtedly 
send t@ the journals they represent pictures of 
the mines glowing or otherwise, as they may 
choose. Such ignorant opinions are but a 
shade better than the vicious stories of the pro- 
fessional boomers. One correspondent I have 
in mind, reprerenting an Eastern paper, walked 
into Eagle City, remiained two days, and walked 
out again, never seeing a mine during the 
trip. Many if net the majority of the letters 
to newspapers dated from here are based on 
similar knowledge or written at. some point on 
the railroad. One point which should be men- 
tioned in this connection is the action of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company. Although 
it is but natural for the  corpora- 
tion to do everything in its power to 
bring in settlers, still I cannot think that the 
officials of the road would willfully father some 
of the outrageous and misleading statements 
made in the regular time-tables and folders 
to be obtained at any ticket office. It is stated 
that daily stages run from Rathdrum and Spo- 
kane Falls to the mines in from twelve to 
twenty-four hours. Tuis is a deliberate mis- 
statement. There is a stage, but it does not 
run within sixty miles of Eagle City. It con-

DREAM AND MISSOULA 3 

A visit was pald to Dream Gulch, scene 
of the latest strike. The banks of the little 
stream present to the eye a strange contrast 
with their appearance a few weeks ago. Then 
one could with difficulty pick his way along the 
guich, the trail at times being hardly distin- 
guishable as it wound here and there through 
the heavy timber. The water was clear as 
crystal, and the whole guich was wild and 
lonely, except for the three or four men 
cutting’ down the banks and preparing for 
active operations. Now the water runs fiercely 
down, carrying a heavy yellow sediment, dirty 
and disagreeable. Cabins have sprung up like 
magic, and the trail is beaten down hard by 
the feet of the hundreds of men who have 
visited the place within and last week. A saw- 
pit is the place in which several men with 
whip-saws are manufacturing lumber for 
sluice-boxes. The owners of the guich seem 
jealous of all intrusion and weighed down with 
the burden ot riches, Two eat diuner while 
two others guard the sluices. I am informed 
in a surly tone that the road is a free trail, 
but the proprietors are evidently overrun with 
sightseers, and receive the visitor with but 
scant courtesy. Fully resolved not to take the 
hint I push on to the head of the gulch, where 
1 soon make the acquaintance of one of the 
Laird Broa, the Frenchmen who developed the 
claim. After some observation of the ground 
permission was obtained to pan out some of 
the gravel just above the bed-rock, being the 
same as was being shoveled into the sluices. 
The result was abdut 75 cents to the pan—a 
wonderfully good prospect considering that 
one-tenth would de considered pay- 
dirt.“ Twenty-two sluices are in position, thir- 
teen having riffies. Four men are at work 
shoveling into the sluices, while ten or twelve 
more are stripping the bed-rock and cleaning 
up. There is at present an. abundant 
head of water in the guich for ground- 
sluicing, and within a few weeks 
the apparatus for hydraulic mining on a large 
scale will be on the ground. The sluices are 
cleaned up every two days and have yielded 
each time from $600 to $1,200. The claim is 
owned by four men. Supposing they pay their 
helpers mes day each, the owners would be 
averaging, ‘after allowing for siuice-boxes and 
other expensés, fully $150 per day each, These 
figures prove conclusively the richness of this 
claim. In Missoula Guich, which lies next to 
the east, I found about fifteen men at work. 
The sluice-boxes are in position and the water 
running. Sluicing will be begun the first of 
next week. 

1 READY FOR WORK. | 

Claims were visited in Nugget, Buckskin, 
Alder, and other gulches where much work 
has been done preparatory to active siuicing. 
In Buckskin Gulch is a shaft twelve feet deep 
and atunnel sixty feet long. Hydraulics or 
drifting will be applied on this chim vn a large 
scale. On the Ives claim the gold has been 
getting coarser as the work is pushed further 
up the gulch, one nugget from the last clean- 
up weighing half au ounce, or about $8.50. 
From the gravel above the bed-rock $36 was 
cleaned up by two men in three-fourths of a 
day last week. H. E. Wolf paid $4,000 for his 
claim and the improvements. He has run two 
drain ditches aggregating 225 feet in length, 
and is now cleaning up the bed-rock, 
making heavy pay each day. The extension 
of this claim was purchased a short 
time ago for $1,500. Small nu gets are picked 
up in the crevices on the exteusion, and sluic- 
ing has been already begun. Work in Nugget 
Gulch was begun April 0, and sluicing is now 
in progress. One riffle was cleared up two 
days after and over an ounce of gold realized 
from the test. On Alder Gulch $7 to the man 
was realized Monday, and bed-rock had not 
been reached at all. Half a dozen other claims 
in the immediate vicinity are in the same con- 
dition, having been worked sufficiently to 
demoustrate the advisability of continuing 
operations and expending money freely. 

THE WIDOW CLAIM. 

One of the first mines the stranger hears of 
on approaching the Cour d'Aléne Mountains 
is the Widow claim, known far and near as 
being the first one to be developed extensively. 
It was located by Pritchard for a Mrs. Lane, of 
New York, who is supposed to be of literary 
tendencies with a taste for speculative invest- 
ments. Pritchard claims that the ground was 
stuked out for ber as she had supplied him 
with the grub stake which enabled him to 
prospect the mountains. When the first 
rush came the Widow” claim was the 
first thing to catch the eyes of the newcomers. 
Its undeniable rienuess proved to bea tempt- 
ing bait which was soon gnapped up. The for- 
tunate man was Wiiliam Keeler. Stepping up 
to the cia'm fully armed he inquired of the 
workmen whether any one on the ground had 
an interest inthat place. Not a man respond- 
ed, for Pritchard had gone out to the railroad 
and the widow was inthe East. Not daring 
to take possession without assistance, Kveler 
offered shares to such of the workmen as 
would take them. Eight accepted, and the 
claim was jumped without further cere- 
mony. Work proceeded as if nothing had hap- 
pened, for there was no resistance offered, 
but the valuable property had changed 
hands to all intents and purposes. Keeler is 
an ignorant man, not able to read or write, but 
he is a thorough miner and is known to be 
unusually quick with his pistol. His associates 
are much of the same stripe. The claim is 
about half a mile above Murrayville, at the 
mouth of Gold Run. Operations were carried 
on vigorously all winter and spring in the bed 
of the creek until two weeks ago, when the bigh 
water forced a suspension of operations. 
Work is now being done up Gold Run, and the 
**clean-ups’” are evidently heavy. No one 
knows the amount of dust taken from the 
Widow.“ for the owners are unusually secre- 
tive, fearing the day of accounting should 
the suit to oust them already instituted 
be decided in favor of Pritehard 
and the Widow Lane. wg 4 general 
estimate in the vicinity is that the jumpers 
have already realized from $25,000 to $35,000 
from their bold speculation, although exact fig- 
ures cannot be obtained in any possible way. 
The general sentiment about Murrayville is 
clearly in favor of the present holders of the 
claim, and all old miners seem to agree that all 
of Pritchard’s power-of-attorney locations 
were invalid. What the courts may say re- 
mains to be seen, but on decision of this case 
depend the titles to most of the claims along 
Pritchard Creek. 

SUMMING UP. 

The result of my observations among the 
placer claims along Pritchard Creek is to show 
clearly the fact I have already telegraphed— 
that there is a district undeniably rich in placer 
gold and easily worked, extending from about 
the little Town of Osborne to Butte Creek, a 
distance of about five miles. There are 
too many claims already in operation 
and paying well to admit of any 
cavil as to the richness of this district. 
Above Butte Creek Ihave many doubts as to 
the ground being worth much, although fair 
prospects have been found on Bear and Gran- 
it Guiches, nearly at the head of Pritchard 
Creek. In that section, however, the miners 
are discouraged and talk gloomily. Below Os- 
borne, and from Eagle City to the mouth of

States District Court for the Northeru District of 
Illinois will be enforced, if necessary, for their re- 
moval. .

Harrison, Mayor of the City of Chicago, by virtue 
of the power and authority in me vested by the 
City Council of said City of Chicago and by law. do 
hereby license and permit the Chicago Base-Ball 
Club, a corporation created and existing under and 
by virtue of the laws of the State of Illinois, to use 
and occupy sv much of the public grounds east of 
Michigan avenue in said city as lie between the 
south line of Randolph street as extended eastward, 
and a line parallel therewith, and 600 feet south 
thereof, and between the east side of Michigan 
avenue and right of the lilinois Central Railroad 
Company upon the following terms, restrictions, 
and conditions—viz. : . 

l. The said Chicago Base- Ball Club sball pay to 
the city for the use of said grounds, as long as it ‘ 
shall occupy and use the same, the sum of $2,000 
per annum, payable as follows: $1,000 on the Ist 
day of June and $1,000 on the Ist day of August of 
each year, 80 long as it shall occupy and use said 
grounds under this license. 

2. At all times during the existence of this license 
the said grounds shall be Subject to reasonable 
police supervision. 

3. It at any time hereafter in the opinion of the

It 
may use said grounds for purposes of ball-playing 
and other lawful athietic sports for its use and 
profit; it may prepare and use all necessary ac- 
commodations thereon for ite audiences, and may 
enforce all reasonable rules with reference to said 
grounds not in conflict with police regulations. 

5. Should said ball club neglect or refuse to sur- 
render possession of said premises and grounds 
to the City of Chicago upon the expiration 
of the notice provided in Sec. 3 of this M- 
cense then said club shall become indebted to and 
pay to the City of Chicago the sum of $50 per day 
fur each and every day said cleb shall retain pos- 
session of said grounds after the expiration of 
suid notice as agreed as liquidated damages for 
such detention, and the right of the city to enter 
into and take possession with or without force, 
immediately apon the expiration of the time stated 
in said notice or at anytime thereafter is hereby | 
acknowledged. 

6. The said club shall. upon the granting of this 
license, furnish and deliver tothe City of Chicago 
a good and sufficient bond, to be approved d the 
Mayor, in the penal sum of $5,000 for the faithful 
performance by said club of the terms, conditions, 
and requirements expressed in this instrument. 

7. Any @xtures now on or hereafter to be placed 
on said premises by said club may be removed by it 
prior to the termination of this license.

There are several reasons why Controller 
Gurney had no authority to give permission | 
to the Base-Ball Club to oceupy the Lake- 
Front, the principal one of which is that the 
Council bas given him no such power. The | 
Couneil records show that the last ordinance 
on this subject was passed Jan. 8, 1878, and 
that then the time for leasing the property was 
restricted to one year. The fact that Mayor 
Harrison has subsequently given permission 
for the occupancy of the grounds without au- 
thority does not allow the Controller to do the 
same thing. The ordinance passed on the date 
mentioned reads as follows: 

Sue. 1 Teat the Mayor be and he is hereby in- 
structed to license and permit the Chicago Bal! 
Club to use and occupy so much of the public 
ground ov the east side of Michigan avenue as lies 
between the north line of Washington street (as 
extended eastward) anda line parallel therewith 
and 600 feet south thereof, and between the east 
side of Michigan avenue and the right of way of 
the Illinois Central Railway Company, for a term 
not exceeding one year, and for a consideration not 
exceeding $1,000. 

Sec. 2. The Mayor may give such permission 
upon such terms, restrictions, and conditions as in 
his judgment may be necessary to protect the 
public interests, and may take and may exact from 
sald club an ample bond for the performance of 
its obligutions in regard to such license and per- 
mit, and that it shall be subject to police super- 
Vision. ‘ 

The ordinance clearly states that the term 
of rental shall not exceed one year, and since, 
its passage no further action has been taken 
on the subject.

„Well, they have just got their hands full. 
Nearly all the piowing has been done, and a 
good many have got their oats and early pota- 
toes in. Very little, it any, spring wheat has 
been sown. A large quantity of corn will be 
planted during the next few days if we do not 
get any rain, as the land is about ready for it, 
In fact, ali the seeding will be done within the 
next two weeks. The farmers generally 
are elated at the prospects after last 
year’s set-back. I should mention that 
a considerable stride is being made 
in the cultivation of domestic vegetables for 
the Chicago market. The only trouble just now 
at one of our ports is how the produce is to be 
shipped there should the crops equal anticipa+ 
tions. Last year we had three boats runn 
from South Haven. The season was bad, an 
at least twoof them failed to meet ——.4— 
Now we have only one boat, the lumber-barge 
Mary Groh, and she is not fast enough to get 
the produce into the morning market. The 
outlook is good for a fast boat, if you know of 
one.”

‘judgment was affirmed. Judge Poché, in the opin- 


ion, said: Conceding that the paper was an un- 
conditional order for the payment of money, 
and that when it was presented the con- 
nds in the defendant's hands, 
the company was hot bound to accept 
or pay it. as it was not for the full amount of the 
fund. A debtor’s obligation is indivisible without 
his consent, and an order drawn on a general or a 
particular fund for a portion of it does not amount 
to an assignment of that 
cepts the order, or an obligation to accept it may 
be fuirly impliéd from the custom of trade or the 
course of business between the parties as a part of 
their contract. In this case the company 
was by statute bound to secure the la- 
borers of its contractors and sub-contractors, 
and therefore it was justified in withholding any 
payment to the contractor until the debts incurred 
by him on the road under the contract were dis- 
charged. Against a positive law no custom of 
trade or past conduct of the parties will prevail.“ 
NEWSPAPER LIBEL. 

The publisher of a newspaper was indicted for 
libel, and the plaintiff was allowed td show the pub- 
lication of later articles to prove malice, and to ask 
the defendant his own opinion of the articles as to 
whether they showed any malicious feeling. The 
defendant, who was beaten, carried the case, Com- 
monwealth vs. Damon, to the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts, where his exceptions were 
overruled, Judge Field, in the opinion, said: 
mne publication complained of was made May 18, 
1883; and the articles admitted to show malice 
were published in the same paper May 23, May 29, 
July 14, July 27, Aug. 1, Sept. 12, and Sept. 17, 1883. 
The first, second, and fourth articles appa- 
renthy refer to matters contained in the 
publication complained of; and the third, 
fifth,. sixth, and seventh each contain crit= 
icisms or complaints either of the prosecutor or of 
City Marshals, and the jury have found that the 
prosecutor was intended to be reflected upon. We 
cannot say that any of these appears upon its face 
to be libelous. Some of them coer? tend to 
show ill-will to the prosecutor. We think that the 
reasonable doctrine is that some conn n must 
be shown between the original publication and the 
subsequent publication to show malice ; but if 
these tend to show general ili-will towards the 
person complaining, and are of such a nature as to 
indicate a persistent disposition of hatred and i)l- 
will towards him, or if they appear to be 
a’ part of a settled purpose to bring 
bim into public hatred; contempt, or ridicule, 
and are sufficiently near in time to afford a natural 


inference that the same state of mind existed when | 


the publication claimed was made, they are admis- 
sible, although subsequent, and not showing an ex- 
press reference to it. It was proper to ask the de- 
fendant his own opinion oi the character of the ar- 
ticles as showing malice, for his intention in pub- 
lishing them was known to him, and the prosecution 
was entitied to show the intent by him as by any 
other witness.’

In 
an action to recover damages for the loss—~Isaacsan 
vs. New York Central & Hudson River Railroad— 
the plaintif? was defeaten on his own evidence, 
The case was carried to the Court of Appeals 
of New York, where the judgment below was 
reversed. Judge Andrews, in the opinion, said: 

Ihe company 121 ts defense upon two 
gronnds: (1) That the agreement of the baggage- 
master to check the baggage by the Mobile 
route was unauthorized and did not bind the de- 
fendant. (2) That the omission of the plaintiff 
to examine the checks was such contributory neg- 
lig@nce that he cannot recover. As to the first 
point, the checking of baggage over connected 
roads is one of the usual incidents of passen- 
ger trafic, and it is, we tbink, within 
the apparent scope of a 
employment, when asked by a passenger whether 
the company checks baggage over a route indicated 
by his passage-tickets, to answer the question, and 
to bind the Company by his answer.

A LARGELY INCREASED WHEAT ACREAGE. 

LA Mouks, Dak., April 30.—[Special.}—-From 
reports received from the Red River Valley and 
other northern localities, as well as from Cen- 
tra] Dakota, it may be estimated that the total 
yield in the Territory this year will reach 35,- 
000,000 or even 40,000,000 bushels, as against 
16,000,000 to 18,000,000 bushels last season. 
There is a substantial increase in the sdcreage 
at all points on the main line of the Northern | 
Pacific west of Fargo, ile on the branch 
lines, such as the Fargo & Southwestern, James- 
town & Northern, and Fergus Falis & Black 
Hills, the increase is 100 per cent.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 1.—({Special.]—Re- 
ports were received today by S. W. Talmadge, 
of this city from the principal winter-wheat 
States of the East, Southeast, and Southwest as 
to the present condition of the wheat crop. 
The reports show the condition of the crop in 


Kansas, Kentucky, Tennessee, Virginia, West 
Virginia, Maryland, and North Carolina to be 
excellent, with a large increase in area, and 
every indication of an abundant yield. 

T. L. Harrison, Secretary of the New York 
State Agricultural Department, says he has no 
change to note since his last report, which 
stated that the acreage has increased over last 
year, and that the plant looked strong and 
yigorous and the promise was for more than 
an average yield.

Thomas P. Edge, Secretary of the Pennsyl- 
vania Board of Agriculture, states that the 
acreage is.somewhat increased over last year.

A Separate Admiralty Court for Chi- 
cago. 

Curcaco, April 30.—[ Editor of The Tribune. | 
Is not the maritime business of the great 
lakes and rivers of the West of sufficient im- 
portance to demand a, distinet and separate 
Admiralty Court, presided over by a Judge 
specially versed in admiralty law and practice? 
At present, as I understand it, the great and 
important admiralty interests of the North- 
west are ‘smothered, as it were, by 
a mass of other court business, and, 
if not treated as of secondary importance, do 
not receive the prompt and careful considera- 
tion which they deserve because the Judge in 
charge has too many duties to perform.

It is all very well ſo talk of smoke- 
consumers now patented,| or to be in the 
future, but when there is sca simple a remedy 
in this city, when bard coal and coke can be 
used at as cheap or cheape rate than the soft, 
there is no use in waiting longer, as neither 
coke nor hard coal male any perceptible 
smoke. Coke alone is used and has been for 
years all over London, (ven in the under- 
ground railroad, without causing the leagt 
annoyance. It is high time both the 
city and Hyde Park authorities should 
enact stringent laws, under a heavy 
penalty for breaking thm, to compel ail 
roads running into the city or suburbs to use 
either hard coal or coke, particularly when all 
the expense would be in making a change in 
the fire-box.

We put no restrictions on any immigration 
except Chinese, and the equal distribution of 
the population of the world, over the surface 
of the world, is quite likely only a question of 
time, varied only by salubrity of climate and 
fertility of the soil.

A Physician on the Jury Question. 

CHICAGO, April 30.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—I am gratified that you are seriously 
discussing the matter of the hardships and 
trials of jurymen. You have graphically 
shown the discomfort, the inconvenience, and 
absolute torture to which they are subjected 
by the want of proper care in the arrangements 


| for their comfort during the time they are on 


service, But the physical discomfort of the 
average healthy juryman is not all that can 
be severely criticised. In a great city like 
Chicago there is a large class of citizens 
among business-men who, although they may 
appear in good physical health, are not fit to 
put upon a jury. They may have some local 
ailment which unfits them for the enforced 
confinement, the bad air, and uncomfortable 
position which they are obliged to maintain 
day after day. I have known hundreds of men 
among my clientele who are in moderately good 
health so long as they go on in the regular 
routihe of their business, keeping regular 
hours, and eating the same food. But once 
depart from this mode of life and the system 
receives a shock from which it does not readily 
recover. 
j I have known many who, through a sense of 
duty to the public, refuse to avoid serving on 


u jury. and I have known these men tosuffer for 


weeks after from headache, insomnia, tric 
disturbances, and other ilinesses. undtting 
them for active business. Some of our Judges 
have seen fit to criticise the certificates of 
physicians given to men drawn as jurymen. 


specialist 
about accepting it. 
no right. Physicians are the conserva- 
tors of the health of the _ public. 
No reputable medical man will give a certifi- 
cate unless he really believes the service will 
injure the person to whom it is given by serv- 
ing onajury. I have refused many who im- 
portuned me to get their release solely to grati- 
fy their comfort or convenience. At the same 
time I never hesitate when I believe the phys- 
ical or mental health will suffer by the confine- 
ment. There is another view of the matter 
which has not yet been mentioned—namely: 
the impropriety of putting men on a jury who 
during that service may suffer from pain or 
serious discomfort. Are such persons qual. 
ifled to decidd as to the nature and penalty of 
a crime, or to the innocence or guilt of a fel- 
low-citizen? A man with a severe headache, 
a dyspepsia, or thé victim of mental wrong 
is no fit man to act as juryman. 
He cannot maintain the necessary equipoise of 
mind or the calmness of perception to enable 
him to act as an arbiter. Many an improper 
verdict has doubtless been given by juries who 
were incapable of good judgment, owing to the 
conditions within and without them. Asa rule, 
those on a jury who are robust, strong, capa- 
ble of .endurance, and insensible to discom- 
forts are those who influence the verdict. ! 
Instead of foremg men to serve on a jury, 


thankful that men incapacited in any way 
should be designated by the physician. Much 
ot our imperfect law and many improper ver- 
dicts have been due to the poisonous atmos- 
phere of the court-rooms. No Judge or jury 
can think or decide clearly when the brain is 
oppressed with the noxious influence of carbonic 
oxide gas. It has not only a benumbing influ- 
ence on the brain, but it disarranges the nor- 
mal workings of the mental machinery. Our 
court-rooms and the rooms where the jury are 
confined, like so many caged animals, should 
be most thoroughiy ventilated. The food 
“should be good, wholesome, and well cooked. 
Many men obliged to eat improper food are 
rendered thereby unfit for the duties of a 
juryman. A man to whom tobacco is often- 
sive orinjurious should not be forced to sit 
with jurymen who smoke in a close, confined 
room. 

But to sum up, the main question to Which I 
wish to call attention is, that physicians should 
never hesitate to give certificates to men who 
are incapacitated by any ailment to endure tho 
confinement, djscomforts, and bad hygienic 
surroundings of the average jury-box.

License! What Is It? 

CHICAGO, April 26.—[Editor of The Tribune,]} 
—Dr. Herrick Johnson and Miss Willard may 
be nearly right in saying that in [Winois “ license 
is a permission to sell liquor; that itis “a 
recognition and permission of privilege to do 


The court is divided on the subject unless the 
members have united in adopting the 
doctrine condemned by these lect- 
urers. THe =Tripone is undoubtedly 
right that at the common law mouey 
exacted by the name of license money was a 
tax, pure and simple. In England and in eve 
State where cxcise laws have been used at all 
the word license has been misapplied to that 
which is a mere tax receipt. The practice be- 
gan ia the colonies before the Revolution. It 
has been continued by the United States, al- 
ways, when internal taxes have been levied. 
It is not twenty years since persons of almost 
every avocation had to paya tax for a license 
to conduct their business, 

That in Illinois down to 1880 money levied on 
callings for licenses Was money raised by taxa- 
tion will not admit of question. Everybody 
knew it, And the Supreme Court decisions 
were uniform. It is true some quibbles have 
been made on the language of one or two cases, 
and others have been misquoted to show that 
the court did not so regard it; but the uniform 
decisions were clear, In 1862 the language of 
thé court was: This license money is in the 
nature of a tax, and is so designated in the 
Constitution, which expressly authorizes this 
tax.“ In 1869 it was held that the licensing of 
tippling-bouses in Mt. Carmel or Springfield 
was only the levy of money under the power to 
tax. No argumentcan be madein which there 
is a particle of sense that an exaction of money 
from any class in community to pay the ex- 
penses caused to the Government by that class 
is not the raising of revenue by taxation to pay 
the expenses of Government. No other power 
can be invoked, except absolute despotism. 

But decisions since 1650 seem to have 
changed this. Mr. Huri, the reviser of the 
statutes, evidently understands the decisions to 
be that license money is not money raised by 
taxation, but money paid for the privilege of 
doing something wrong. Others argue from 
the decisions that there is a police power under 
which the Government can put hse foot on any 
class and extort from it such sum as it shall 
assess as the just share of that class on ac- 
count of the added expense that class causes 
Government by their avoeation or conduct, but 
that this is police power, pot taxation. 

There can be no doubt of the power of the 
State to tax dramshops as heavily as may be 
just, or to tax any other business. All persons 
in community are taxed to pay their proper 
proportion of the expense of their own gov- 
ernment, and if a class causes great expense in 
which community at large do not participate, 
the just proportion of that class is greater than 
that of the gencral community. But if the 
Supreme Court is deciding that the class is not 
taxed—if one Judge thinks that the State can 
enter into a traffic in indulgences, can assume 
the ownership of all privileges and set upa 
shop to sell them out for prices afid according 
to rules that it may adopt; and another thinks 
that it may use its power to forbid and regulate, 
as à power to extort money, and the community 
are adopting such doctrines—are not Dr. John- 
son and Miss Willard right in assailing them as 
wrong? 

In theory, according to the understanding of 
all the States, and of IIlinois down to 1880, 
license exactions were taxation only; but those 
who have studied recent decisions are of the 
opinion that in Illinois they bear another name. 
It may be that to maintain consistency in the 
recent decisions the community must conclude 
with Miss Willard that the exaction is a recog- 
nition of a traffic which fs a crime against civil 
and a sin agaipst divine government.” De- 
cisions of the court indicating that view can be 
cited, or community must conclude with 
Dr. Johnson that the money is collected as a 
price for permission to do a wrong. Attempts 
may be made to escape through a shibboleth of 
police power. Napoleon said. Tax the vices '’; 
but we may have to apply some other name, 
and as it is neither eminent domain, nor taxation, 
nor the penalty for disobedience to law, nor 
money collected for any debt, for the time its 
name must be in doubt, unless classed under 
the head of despotic powers, or unnamed ex- 
tortions by police agencies.

The Recent Decision of the Commis 
sion Severely Criticized. 

KANKAKEE, III., April 24.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—The decision of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners contained in your 
issue of yesterday in the matter of the Kanka- 
kee Coal Company against the Illinois Central 
Road ®& of great | rtance to the people,

Further, the evidence showed, and it was not 
controverted, that N. X. Jansen, of Chicago, 
wanted to contract for tons per year, and 
applied to the road for te, and the best 
terms he could get, or the Kankakee Coal Com- 
pany could got. was $1.10 per ton. The Central

On these undisputed facts the Commission- 
ers say: 

It is also shown that before and during the time 
covered by these complaints the President of the 
Kankakee Coal Company, Mr, James Mix, was re- 
peatedly assured, both in writing and orally, that 
he should have the same rate that any other mine 
had on that division of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road. These assurances were given by the Vice- 
President and General Manager of the railroad 
company in question, and coupled with them was 
the assurance that whatever differences there were 
or had been in favor of any other shipper should 
be equalized upon presentation of proper vouchers 
to said officials. 

How will this rule work? 

The road will make a secret contract. Other 
shippers can have no means of knowing the 
rate accorded their favored rival. 

The President of the road can assure the 
party discriminated against that he shall have 
the same rate.

A YOUNG MAN IN POLITICS. 


Theodore Roosevelt, Who Will Be 26 
Years Old Next October—Who He Is. 
and What He Has Done. | 
Utica Herald: The political history of the 

gentleman who heads New York’s delegation- 
at-large to Chicawo has been brief and-—in 
Theodore 
Roosevelt graduated at Harvard in 1880. He 
was first elected a member of the Assembly in 
1881. The intervening year had been passed in 
foreign travel and in the writing of a book on 
the Naval History of the War of 1812—a vol- 
ume which was so carefully and admirably 
prepared that it immediately became tho 
standard authority upon that topic, has passed 
through several editions, and is now used as a 
naval text-book in one or two of the technical 
schools. With natural ability of a rare order, 
Mr. Rooseveit was relieved from the conditions 
which surround the young man Who must enter 
the struggle for existence and first make sure 
of his daily bread. The son of a wealthy and 
accomplished gentleman, he turned to politics 
with distinct ideals, to which he bas steadily 
adhered. Living in what is known as the 
Murray Hill district in New York—the quar- 
ter of the metropolis in which the better 
element of Republicanism can command the 
greatest strength against the machine,“ Mr. 
Roosevelt followed his own instincts and at 
the same time displayed shrewd political ju 
ment in promptly and unequivocally taking bis 
stand as the representative of the former and 
the opponent of the latter. During his first 
yearin the Assembly he was aggressive with- 
out much 21 5— or following, and the 
men-whom he chiefly antagonized tolerated 
him while they laughed at him. 

Again be returned to the Assembly, and the 
second time he left an impréss, which men rec- 
ognized as firm and effective, upon the current 
of both our political and legislative history. 
He was eccepted as the natural leader of an 
element which has been steadily forcing itself 
to the front—the young Kepublicans, as d- 
tinguished from the old politicians who Had 
hitherto been allowed the undisputed control 
of affairs, and the Independent Republicans 
the class who believe in standing loyally by 
their party when it is right, and who do not 
hesitate to as loyally oppose it when they have 
good cause to believe it wrong. It was a Sig- 
nificant evidence of the rapid development of 
this element in the party when Mr. Roosevelt 
appeared, at the commencemént of his third 
legislative session, as the only candidate in 
caucus against ‘the successful candidate for 
Speaker. 

Thus Mr. Roosevelt became the acknowl- 
edged leader of the Republicans upon the floor 
of the Assembly. He accepted the leader- 
ship as involving a responsibility for an ag- 
gressive and reformatory party policy. He 
found his opportunity in the corrupt 
and faction-ridden Government of the 
metropolis. His bill to concentrate responsi- 
bility in the Mayor, known as the Aldermanic 
bill, and recently signed by Gov. Cleveland, is 
a very. simple measure, founded wpon a princi- 
ple that is old and familiar. Mr. Roosevelt's 
credit lies not in its framing, but in the fact 
that he had the courage to push and insist 
upon the measure, inthe face of the oppo- 
sition of the machine politicians of both 
parties. It cut outof the New York charter 
the feature which facilitated what is known 
as the deal between the various manipu- 


lators of metropolitan politics—the feature 


which bas made John J. O’Brien a power only 
less potent than Tammany Hall. The other re- 
form measures Mr. Roosevelt has successfully 
championed in the Assembly this winter have 
struck nearly as deep into the roots of the 
spoils system. The s have been antagonized at 
every stage by the machine politicians, who 
for once have encountered a legislator who 


| was neither to be bribed nor bulldozed, flat- 


tered nor cajoled into leaving them undis- 
turbed. 

The irony of politics becomes visible when 
we reach the Utica Convention and find the 
relations which circumstances there compelled 
the machine politicians to assume towafd this 
young and audacious reformer whom they 
have been watching for opportunity to inglo- 
riously unhorse, He and they came to the 
Utica Convention intent upon accomplishing 
results diametrically opposit. They found 


themselves in @ hopeless minority here. He 


found himself in a minority still more hope- 
less, but recognized as the leader of a third 
element whieb held the balance of power in 
that convention, Before it adjourned he had 
the men whom he had fought and who hated 
him in bondage at his feet. Roosevelt devel- 
oped the political sagacity to take advantage 
of the situation, and emerged from that con- 
vention a central figure in both State and Na- 
tional politics. 

We are glad to have Mr. Roosevelt go to Chi- 


cago as the representative of political ideas 


which must hereafter be accepted as forming 
a large and essential element of Republicanism 
in New York State. His going is indicative of 
the fact that the indépendent branch of the 
strength and influence 
enough to torce its recognition. Welcome the 
coming of the day when his kind of Repub- 
licanism will dominate in every State in the 
Union. The machine politicians say that the 
unexpected prominence which has overtaken 
Mr. Roosevelt will turn his head and render his 
future career a short and inglorious one. We 
don't believe anything of the kind.
